GOP Adopts Aixon 
Assails Democratic 


He Arrives 
From D.C. for 
Nomination

MIAMI BEACH, Aug. 22.— The 
Republican National Convention 
today unanimously approved a 
platform that called for a strung 
national defense and denounced 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date George McGovern as a 
dangerous isolationist and Dem- 
ocratic proposals as the views of 
a “radical clique-" 

The platform, on which Presi- 
dent Nixon will run In November, 
also made a strong bid for the 
support of organized labor. 

It praised the role of workers 
Anri labor unions, gave a i™ 
commitment to the principle of 
free collective bargaining and 
withheld support of anti-union 
state laws that the Republican 
party has backed in toe past. 

The platform declared that the 
Republican party is irrevocably 
opposed to busing of school- 
children from one area to an- 
other to achieve racial integra- 
tion. 

Small-state conservatives won 
a showdown fight with big-state 
moderates over the shape of the 
1976 Republican convention. The 
vote was 910 to 434. 

On the roll-call vote, the con- 
vention approved a delegate allot- 
ment plan favored by states many 
think likely to back Vice-President 
Agnew if he seeks toe party’s 
1976 presidential nomination. Op- 
ponents of the proposal, backed 
by some top GOP leaders, vowed 
to challenge it in the federal 
courts. 

Only one amendment — a minor 
one pledging to try to increase 
the living standards of American 
Indians — was added to the docu- 
ment that the' platform commit- 
tee wrote in close collaboration 
with the White Bouse. 

The amendment does not affect 
the platform's emphasis on Viet- 
nam peace on Mr. Nixon's terms, 
no amnesty for draft evaders, 
strong defense and irrevocable 
apposition to busing schoolchil- 
dren for racial balance. 

Meanwhile, President Nixon 
flew here this afternoon for his 
nomination to a second four-year 
term in the White House, expect- 
ed tonight. 

The President will spend the 
night at his Key Biscaynp resi- 
dence. He will give toe accep- 
tance speech tomorrow night. 

His arrival was televised on 
huge screens to delegates in Con- 
vention Hall 

With neither challenge nor de- 
bate. the convention disposed of 
another dispute by refusing to 
seat a supporter of dissident Rep. 
Paul N. McCIoskey jr. of Cali- 
fornia. 

Mr. McCIoskey won one pri- 
mary vote for the nomination, 
in New Mexico.

Poll Shows Solid U.S. Approval 
Of Nixon- s Overall Performance 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22 (AP) .—President Nixon has solid 
public approval. 59 percent tc 40, of his overall conduct of 
otfice, according to the latest Louis Harris Poll. 

In answer to the question, “How would you rate the job 
Nixon is doing as President— excellent, pretty good, only fair 
or poor?” 59 percent of those surveyed gave positive responses, 
40 percent were negative, and 1 percent were unsure. The 
specific breakdown of the four categories was not made public. 

This was the President’s highest rating for overall per- 
formance since December. 1969. 

The President received high ratings for much of his 
handling of foreign affairs, but those surveyed did not like 
his domestic record, Mr. Harris reported yesterday. 


"We thought there was a po- 
tentially dangerous situation de- 
veloping." said Sgt. Pete Carso, 
of the Miami Beach police.

More Than $500,000 Involved 

GAO Said to Find Misuse of Funds by Nixon Unit

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 iWF'. 
— The US. government’s General 
Accounting Office has discovered 
violations in the handling of 
nearly $500,000 of campaign, con- 
tributions and expenditures by 
President Nison’s re-election com- 
mittee, according to several reli- 
able sources. 

Among the Irregularities found 
by GAO investigators is what they 
describe as a $200,000 “campaign 
security fund,” from which $25.- 
000 was deposited in the bank 
account of one of toe suspects in 
the so-called Watergate break-in 
case, in which an attempt was 
made to "bug" the Democratic 
National Headquarters in the 
Insurious Watergate apartment 
building. 

Violations cited by the sources 
Include the failure to report 
receipts and expenditure of funds 
received by the Ctammittee for the 
Re-Election of the President after 
April 7— the effective date of toe 
new campaign financing dis- 
closure law under which toe GAO 
is conducting an audit 

The $500,000 in question, ac- 
cording to toe sources, represents 
toe following: about $200,000 in 
unre ported contributions; another 
estimated $200,000 in unreported 
expenditures (some of which 
could overlap the uzureported con- 
tributions); the $100,000 cam- 
paign security fund; emus, ap- 
parently technical, in reporting a 
$50,000 itemization; and an un-

Chile Food-Shortage Protests 
Bring Out Troops and Police 


SANTIAGO, Chile. Aug. 22 
(AP).— Troops and police return- 
ed to their barracks today alter 
anti -Marxists mounted a day and 
night of violent protests against 
food shortages. 

President Salvador Allende 
placed the provinces of Santiago 
and M ag a ll an es under the rule 
or army commanders to keep 
order until tempers cooled. 

The protests climaxed a one- 
day strike yesterday by most of 
the country's 150,000 shopkeepers. 
Mr. Allende, whose Socialist pol- 
icies are blamed for the acute 
food shortage, tried without suc- 
cess to break the strike. He 
threatened government take-over 
oi their establishments. But the 
merchants vowed to strike indef- 
initely. and he gave up plans 
for coercion. 

The protests began last week 
In Magallanes, in the far south, 
and spread over the weekend to 
Santiago, the capital. 

Three persons were injured 
when a firebomb was tossed at 
ti trolleybus in Santiago yester- 
day. Dozens more were bruised 
in running clashes between pro- 
testers and police. About 160 
demonstrators were arrested. Ail 
were Identified as anti-Marxist 
youths. 

Several hundred youths threw 
up barricades of burning logs and 
automobile tires along 15 blocks 
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of Providencia Avenue, a swank 
shopping and residential thor- 
oughfare. Others youths roamed 
the downtown area, stoning pol- 
ice and putting up barricades. 

Housewives leaned out of their 
windows and banged kitchen pots 
and skillets for 30 minutes. Mo- 
torists accompanied them with 
three short blasts of the horn. 

The automobile of Labor Min- 
ister Mireya Baltra, a Communist, 
was smashed by angry neighbors 
as she returned home late at 
night. Police had to fire four 
shots in the air to disperse the 
crowd. 

The proclamations transferred 
government power to the mili- 
tary. authorized arrests and 
searches without warrants and 
also Instituted press censorship. 

The shopkeepers' strike was the 
biggest protest by private en- 
terprise since Mr. Allende took 
office 22 months ago on a plat- 
form of gradual government 
take-over of trade and industry. 

Strike Condemned 
The government branded the 
strike Illegal and politically 
motivated. An executive order 
authorized government officials 
to break into shops h an dl in g es- 
sential goods and sell them to 
the public. Shopkeepers of 
foreign nationality were warned 
that they would be expelled. 

The shutdown was called by 
Chile's three largest business as- 
sociations. including the Chamber 
of Commerce. They issued a 
statement accusing the Allende 
government of "state persecu- 
tion.'* 

Three Prisoners 
Captured in Fla 
Hostage Unhurt 

PENSACOLA. Fla., Aug. 22 
CAP'. — Three Inmates broke out 
of the Escambia County Jail and 
fled into a swamp with a deputy 
sheriff as hostage Sunday. 
They were captured by a police 
posse 10 hours later. 

Escambia County Sheriff Royal 
Untriener reported that the 
hostage, Glenn Early, 26. was 
found in good, condition by the 
posse of nearly 50 officers. 

The escapees were captured 
without a struggle, deputies said, 
after attempting to elude officers 
and bloodhounds in a swampy 
area north of Pace. Fla., about 
15 miles from the Jail. 

The inmate®, all with histories 
of previous escapes, broke out of 
the old two-story brick Jailhouse 
in Pensacola yesterday afternoon 
by taking two deputies hostage 
and commandeering a patrol car, 
police said.

MIAMI BEACH. Aug. 22 (AP>. 
— Daniel Ellsberg said today that 
President Nixon had a plan to 
end the war four years ago — 
using frogmen in Haiphong Har- 
bor and Maxines in Laos to show 
North Vietnam that he would 
escalate the war if necessary. 

Mr. Ell* oerg told a news con- 
ference that the moves were kept 
secret from the public but were 
clear to the North Vietnamese. 

He said that they also were 
clear to the Soviet Union and 
that Mr. Nixon and Henry M. 
Kissinger, his national security 
adviser, believed that the Rus- 
sians could be pressured Into con- 
vincing the North Vietnamese to 
end the war. 

Mr. Ellsberg, a former Rand 
Corp. analyst being tried by the 
government for public release of 
the Pentagon papers, raid that 
Mr. Nixon’s policy on the Viet- 
nam war during his first 10 weeks 
in office was twofold: demon- 
strate to the enemy that he was 
ready to escalate the war up to 
full-scale bombing of North Viet- 
nam and the mining of Haiphong 
Harbor, and reduction of the U-S. 
forces in Indochina to a point 
that would never reach zero. 

Conscious Policy 

■ President Nixon acted on a 
conscious policy that precluded 
any chance of peace," Mr. Ells- 
berg charged. 

Mr. Ellsberg said that, some 
time between Mr. Nixon's fifth 
and loth week in office in 1969, 
the President: 

• Sent Navy frogmen into 
Haiphong Harbor, ostensibly to 
chart it for future mining. 

• Sent UJ5. Marines into Laos. 

• Ordered B-52 bombing in 
then neutral Cambodia. 

Mr. Ellsberg said that he learn- 
ed of the policy by mid-1969 
through dealings with Mr. Kis- 
singer'S office on a Vietnam war 
options paper that Mr. Ellsberg 
was in charge of preparing for 
consideration by the President 
and the National Security Coun- 
cil. 

“Nixon had made a credible 
threat to end the war— secret 
from the American people but 
visual to the other side,” Mr. Ells- 
berg said. 

He said that he was not pass- 
ing judgment on whether Mr. 
Nixon's plan was good or bad, 
but said that he wanted to dis- 
close it before the President’s 
nomination for re-election. 

Low-Level War 

“Maybe if he had disclosed 
that policy.” Mr. Ellsberg said, 
“the American people may have 
supported it. knowing it meant 
indefinitely maintaining the war 
at a low level.” 

Mr. Ellsberg's news conference 
was sponsored by Rep. Paul N 
Mcdoskey. R.. Calif., an early 
challenger for the GOP presiden- 
tial nomination who campaigned 
against Mr. Nixon's war policy. 

Rep. McCloskey said that he 
called the news conference be- 
cause "the issue of whether it is 
immoral or unconscionable to 
carry on this devastation... is 
not even going to be debated" at 
the convention. 

- Rep. McCloskey said that Mr. 
Kissinger told him in 1969 that 
the President had had a plan 
that had not worked and that a 
second plan was being put Into 
operation. 

Mr. Ellsberg said that, after 
May, 1969. the President's efforts 
shifted from trying to obtain 


Soviet intervention with Hanoi 
to stop the fighting and turned 
to demonstrating to the North 
Vietnamese U. S. willingness to 
escalate the war. 

Envoy Notified 

Mr. Ellsberg said that Mr. Kis- 
singer called Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin on May 14, 
1969, to tell him that the United 
States would escalate the war J 
necessary. 

Prom that time. Mr. Ellsberg 
said, the Russians knew that the 
renewed bombing and the mining 
of harbors were a possibility. 

Mr. Ellsberg said that specula- 
tion by Mr. Nixon's critics that 
he never had the secret plan be 
talked of during the 1963 presi- 
dential campaign was wrong.

French Irked as Swiss Eye U.S. Jet 


By Don Cook 


PARIS, Aug. 22.— In the highly 
competitive world, of aircraft 
Minn , a major slanging match has 
broken out between the French 
sod the Swiss over a Swlas deci- 
sion to “buy American.'' and re- 
equip their air force with Corsair 
fighter-bombers. 


After nearly six years of test- 
ing practically every modern 
fighter aircraft being built today, 
the Swiss narrowed the choice 
down to the Corsair and the 
French-built Milan fighter, pro- 
duced by the high-fl7ing Dassault 
Aviation Co„ which has sold ap- 
proximately 1,200 of its famous 


Mirage fighters to some 20 coun- 
tries around the world. 

About two weeks ago. word 
leaked that the Swiss Defense 
Ministry wes about to recom- 
mend the Corsair to the Federal 
Council, which Is expected to 
m-u-o the final decision on the 
purchase in early September. At 
r>ii« point the French turned the 
heat on with a government mem- 
orandum from Paris to Bern and 
an Interview which plane manu- 
facturer Marcel Dassault gave to 
a Swiss news agency. 

Both moves, however, now ap- 
pear to be backfiring, with the 
Swiss reacting indignantly to 
French criticisms of the way in 
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Intense Heat, Drought Continue 


which they tested the competing 
aircraft, the relative merits of 
the Corsair and the Milan, the 
price tag— and above all the deci- 
sion to “buy American." 

While the official memorandum 
sent by the French government 
to the Swiss remains secret, re- 
ports tram Bern say that it not 
only was critical of the Swiss test- 
ing procedures, but also laid heavy 
stress on "European solidarity.” 

Mr. Dassault, in his interview 
with the Swiss news agency, was 
openly blunt on this point — com- 
menting that France had helped 
to facilitate Switzerland’s new 
free-trade agreement with the en- 
larging European Common Mar- 
ket and “this Is perhaps not the 
moment to buy a non-European 
plane.” 

Mr. Dassault also complained 
that the only advantage which the 
Corsair has Over his Milan fight- 
er is an inertial guidance system, 
which he said the Swis3 Defense 
Ministry would not allow his com- 
pany to Install In the aircraft. Be 
asserted that the Milan was both 
more powerful and cheaper than 
the Corsair. 

The Swiss military authorities 
came back with a formal state- 
ment charging Mr. Dassault with 
“misleading and tender) clous com- 
ments.” They declared that the 
Corsair bad shown “clear superi- 
ority” over the Milan and that 
the order for 60 fighters would 
work out at a cheaper price than 
that which Mr. Dassault was 
quoting.

S. Yemeni Airliner Forced 


To Fly to Libya by Rebel Trio 


BEIRUT, Aug. 22 (UPI) .—A 
South Yemeni airliner with 61 
persons on board was hijacked 
over the Mediterranean Sea to- 
day and forced to fly to Libya 
after a three-hour refueling stop 
in Nicosia. Cyprus. The plane 
landed safely in Benghazi. 

The propeller-driven DC-6 of 
the national AJ Tan da Airlines 
was en route from Beirut to Cairo, 
and Aden when the hijackers— 
two men and a woman— diverted 
It to the Nicosia airport. 

The South Yemeni Embassy 
here issued a statement tonight 
saying that the Aden government 
holds Saudi Arabia, which it 
charged with instigating the in- 
cident. responsible for the safety 
of the plane and the passengers. 

The embassy also said South 
Yemen will ask Libya to release 
the plane and the passengers and 
to hand over the “criminals. ” 

When the plane landed in 
Nicosia around 4 pjn_ it was im- 
mediately surrounded by armed 


police at a remote corner of the 
airfield while it was being re- 
fueled. 

The plane's captain radioed the 
airport control tower, saying the 
hijackers were two men and a 
woman, who were armed and 
carrying explosives. He said they 
belonged to a group calling Itself 
the "Eagles of National Unity to 
South Yemen.” 


The embassy statement said 
the hijack was perpetrated by 
“reactionary forces and counter- 
revolutionary elements, after they 
despaired of realizing their re- 
peated attempts to strike the 
progressive regime in Democratic 
[South] Yemen. 


China Asks UN 
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UNITED NATIONS. N.Y„ Aug. 
22 <APji. — China celled on the 
Security Council today to post- 
pone consideration of Bangla- 
desh's bid for UN membership. 
The Soviet Union. India and 
Yugoslavia, asked that member- 
ship be granted. 

The council is expected to 
consider the proposals later this 
week after it hears a report tram 
its Membership Committee. 

The committee is understood 

to have voted 11-3, at a closed 
meeting yesterday, in favor of 
admitting Bangladesh. Guinea 
was opposed, while China. Sudan 
and Somalia did cot participate 
in the committee vote. 

Postponement of a vote in the 
council would allow the Chinese 
to avoid casting their first veto. 

In a resolution, China said the 
membership bid should be put 
aside until Bangladesh complies 
with UN resolutions of last De- 
cember calling for withdrawal of 
Indian troops and repatriation of 
prisoners. 

Bangladesh denies that Indian 
troops are still on tbs territory. 


“This criminal attempt is only 
part of the reactionary conspira- 
cies which are being launched at 
the instigation of Saudi reaction- 
ary forces,” the statsnent added. 

“The Embassy of Democratic 
Yemen holds the instigators of

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Television and Politics 


Television lias done much to make the 
American political convention a more or less 
dramatic spectacular. Candidates are elected 
with, much greater speed and rather more 
decorum than in the past; the Democratic 
rules In theLr latest convocation at Miami, 
rigidly confining the number and length of 
nominating and seconding speeches, may 
have seemed part of the new politics, but 
they were certainly Inspired to a very great 
degree by the need for gathering the largest 
possible audience before the little boxes 
scattered so thickly over the nation as by a 
business-like regard for the time and ener- 
gies of the delegates. 

Yet the Democrats managed to have 
nearly all their major events occur well past 
prime viewing time; there were several 
major contests under way during their ses- 
sions — and roll calls inevitably consume 
much valuable TV exposure. So they tried 
to make up for it by turning the nomination 
of Sargent Shriver as Vice-President into a 
kind of mini- convention, and let all their 
great men be heard by the kind of audience 
that usually gears Its evening to Ironside or 
Dr. Welby. 

The Republicans have not been confronted 
by this problem: in the absence of serious 
controversy, they could schedule their con- 
vention events as pure political theater, em- 
phasizing the ceremonial, rather than the 
dramatic elements of their gathering. This 
made it much easier for the television crews. 
In terms of actual work, but also made for 
greater frustration. How many viewers 
really enjoyed listening to young Republi- 
cans chant "four more years"? Or were 
willing to wait for Sen. Goldwater to revive.

Americans have been much exercised by 
the influence of television on their political 
process — on the creation of “personalities” 
and electronic charisma, so closely resem- 
bling the techniques of selling deodorants. 
Yet is television much more than the stump, 
so beloved of so many candidates, but vastly 
enlarged? The old practice of taking junior 
down to the railway station to let him get 
a glimpse of some peerless leader of father’s 
admiration has simply been transferred to 
the tube — and certainly the candidates 
acquire far greater exposure to the electorate 
than In the days when politicians chose 
their candidates in a smoke-filled room and 
then confined him to the inconspicuous 
dignity of a “front-porch” campaign. 

To be sure, television Is a subtle instru- 
ment of communications, which can be 
manipulated in many ways, by the candi- 
date, by his managers, by the television 
people themselves. The effect of the lifted 
eyebrow in TV news analysis, the dry voice, 
the muted chuckle, has often been denounced 
by critics of this medium— and those critics 
vary depending on whose ideological ox 
happens to be gored. 

Yet there are many channels In American 
television, and they are responsive to audi- 
ences as well as advertisers (the latter can- 
not be attracted without the former). One 
has only to look at the outcries that arise 
about government-controlled television dur- 
ing political campaigns and other crises— 
Australia is the current example — to recog- 
nize that while consumer-oriented television, 
has its flaws, so have the other systems. 
Television can show public figures in dis- 
array, as well as with their make-up on — 
and competitive TV teles to do both. 


'Two Cases of Compensation’ 


Blackmail is exactly the right way to 
Characterize the new unpublished regulation 
of the Soviet Council of Ministers requiring 
prospective emigrants to pay fees up to 
$25,000 ostensibly to compensate the Soviet 
state for Its investment In their education. 
Given the circumstances, the new demand 
affects chiefly Soviet Jews . Since scarcely 
any Russians have the kind of money being 
demanded, the result of the new regulation 
will be to block the emigration of some Jews 
and to pose to their foreign friends the ugly 
dilemma of paying and thereby encouraging 
further blackmail, or of not paying and 
thereby denying would-be emigrants the 
fulfillment they crave. 

It is bad enough that the Soviet Union 
makes emigration so difficult for those of 
Its citizens who choose to leave. It is doubly 
reprehensible that a nation professing to 
be an enlightened great power could engage 
in the sordid practice of selling human 
beings. One wonders if the particular Soviet 
faction which invented this new and ap- 
parently unique emigration tax realized how 
Its Inevitable disclosure would tarnish the 
Image of reasonableness and respectability 
which the Kremlin finds so desirable and 
profitable to cultivate these days. This is 
an image, by the way, which has been shaped 
In no small measure by the flow of Jewish 
emigration that the Kremlin has recently 
allowed. 

In one of those ironies In which affairs 
touching the Mideast abound, word of the 


new tax on emigrants to Israel comes just 
as Israel begins considering a proposal to 
compensate Arabs living in post-1967 
Jerusalem whose property there was taken 
by Israel in 1948. Post-1967 Jerusalem in- 
cludes not only West Jerusalem, part of the 
Jewish state since 1948. but East Jerusalem, 
held by Jordan in 1948-67, and certain con- 
tiguous areas: virtually all of the Arabs in 
question are still formally citizens of Jordan. 

The compensation question is exceptionally 
complex. Until now, Israel has held off any 
general approach to it, maintaining that 
it would have to await a final peace settle- 
ment. But now, apparently hopeful of 
furthering Its policy of accommodation with 
Jerusalem Arabs, the Israeli cabinet is 
weighing payment of compensation to them. 
Israel also evidently has in mind that, by 
offering and paying compensation, it will 
fortify its contention that post-1967 Jerusa- 
lem is permanently Its and its alone. No 
other government has accepted that con- 
tention. Precisely to rebut It, any Israeli 
compensation offer will be -widely protested. 

An existing regulation that compensation 
be paid by Jewish emigrants for their educa- 
tion is hardly the same as a possible proposal 
that Jerusalem Arabs be compensated for 
their property; one would not want to press 
the comparison too far. But there Is a 
common human ground: Here are two groups 
of people who have been sorely treated and 
who have a legitimate claim to the inter- 
national community’s sympathy and respect.

Trials in Czechoslovakia 


Four years ago Soviet tanks launch- 
ed the invasion that ended the “Prague 
Spring” of 1968, but full “normalization” of 
the Czechoslovak scene still eludes Moscow. 
That is evidenced by the series of trials this 
summer, which has resulted In the sentenc- 
ing to prison of almost 50 Czechoslovak 
liberals. If the Has ah regime now ruling in 
Prague were fully confident, it would not 
have chosen to stage these trials at this late 
date, and thus touch off a fresh avalanche 
of criticism from Communist as well as non- 
Communist sources in the West. 

Superficially, the scene that meets tourist 
•yes in Prague is tranqulL Numerous auto- 
mobiles fill the streets and the stores seem 
well-stocked with a wide variety of goods. 
The pro-Du bcek and anti-Soviet slogans of 
J968 have been carefully erased from the 


city's walls. But for the visitor who manages 
to communicate privately with ordinary 
Czechoslovaks, the surface calm soon dis- 
appears. He finds that 1968 has not been 
forgotten, and that the sense of humiliation 
and hurt remains strong. 

Some Russians in Moscow and Leningrad 
joke that Czechoslovakia is the most neutral 
country In the world because it does not 
even interfere in its own internal affairs. 
But that tragic reality is no laughing mat- 
ter to those who live in Prague and Brati- 
slava. For the tune being— with their 
country occupied by tens of thousands of 
Soviet troops— the Czechs and Slovaks are 
quiescent. But Moscow deceives only itself 
if it believes that time has healed the deep 
wounds Inflicted in 1968.

A Lesson Poorly Learned 


TSTANBUIi. — Poor centuries ago 
■* (August 24, 1572), the massacre 
of Saint Bartholomew, worst of a 
series of Protestant killings by 
Catholics, hue apart a Prance 
whose politics were deeply mixed 
with religious bigotry. 

Catherine de Medici, the queen- 
mother, is awarded blame for the 
events that led to this dreadful 
tragedy. Before the butchery was 
over — and It raged sporadically 
far perhaps three weeks— some 
10,000 people had been slaughter- 
ed. not a bad figure far those 
earlier times when the tools of 
murder were stm primitive. 

Two hundred yean after this 
grim event the great Voltaire 
wrote that Its “memory must be 
perpetuated, so that those who 
are always ready to begin un- 
happy religious disputes may see 
to what excess a partisan spirit 
ultimately leads.” Voltaire had 
already written In 1764: 

‘ Detestable Example? 

“Fanaticism is to superstition 
what delirium Is to fever, or 
rage to anger. .. Its most detest- 
able example is provided by these 
bourgeois of Paris who in Saint 
Bartholomew’s night ran to as- 
sassinate. butcher, defenestrate, 
and chop In pieces those of their 
fellow citizens who did not go to 
m ass.” 

Although France is a happy 
exception, the world as a whole 
has learned singularly little from 
the Bartholomew Massacre or 
from the 17th century religious 
wars which subsequently engulfed 
so much of Europe. Indeed, to- 
day as Twifh as yesterday and 
on a more Impressive scale be- 
cause there are more people and 
more terrible weapons, one might 
recall with the historian Von 
Ranke that all ages are equidis- 
tant from eternity. 

Religion remains a contem- 
porary Inspiration for killing, and 
death continues to be a scourge 
In the of Qod. Hindus rmd 
Moslems are just recovering from 
thetr latest violent bout on the 
subcontinent. 

The simmering war between 
Israel s-wd the Arabs cannot 
wholly be dissociated from reli- 
gious origins, strongly as it is 
mixed in other emotional deriva- 
tions. And the steady trickle of 
North Irish blood is based on the 
definition ct whether the victim 
was a Catholic or a Protestant. 

John Foxe in his “Book of 
Martyrs" prepared a melancholy 
ledger of Christians killed in the 
name of various merciful gods, 
generally their own. A papal 
legate shouted at his teoops be- 
sieging the reformist Albigensians 
of Beziers; “Kill them, kill them 

all; IriTi man , cn rnftn and f hflri ; 

km Roman Catholics as well as 
Albigenses, for when they are 
dead the Lord Snows how to 
select his own.” 

It Is astounding how differences 
of creed or race have persevered 
as an excuse lor slaughter. World 
War XT was preceded and accom- 
panied. by Hitler's Jewish holo- 
caust. it was succeeded in a 
burst of national liberation by 
the wholesale extinction Of each 
other fay Indian Hindus, Sikhs 
and Moslems.

■jlfTAiU BEACH.— When Prest- 
dent Nixon learned last Fri- 
day that Sen. John Tower of 
Texas was mobilizing to add a 
"right-to-work” anti-labor-union 
plank to the platform, he crack- 
ed his whip lor the first and 
perhaps the last time to dis- 
cipline the 2973 Republican Na- 
tional Convention. 

Mr. Nixon, at the presidential 
retreat 2a Camp David. McL, in- 
structed top domestic policy aide 
John Ehrlichman in Miami Tteu>)i 
to send word to the Platform 
Committee (using Rogers Mer- 
ton, secretary of the interior and 
fanner Republican national chair- 
man, as a conduit) . Morton’s 
Instructions: Tell the committee’s 
conservatives— particularly Tower 
— that the President insists cm

Republican history and certainly 
no rlght-to-work nonsense. 

Moreover, Mr. Nixon ordered 
Ehrlichman to leave the definite 


impression, without stating it 
flatly, that the Presklent would 
publicly repudiate any right-to- 
work plank that was adopted— 
perhaps In his Wednesday night 
acceptance speech, perhaps soma 
other way. Tower promptly sub- 
sided, dooming right-to-work 
chances. 

Whip Cracked 

What makes this presidential 
intervention so remarkable is that 
the White Bouse at the same 
time was letting the PlatTorin 
Committee move rightward cox 
busing, amnesty «>h other faaiw 
In greater contrast, the Nixon 
political operation was extricat- 
ing Itself from the fight over 
shaping the 1976 convention while 
the President cracked the whip 
on the labor plank.

This year he was again respon- 
sible for a musically sparkling 
production of "Don Pas quale" 
an d confirmed! his gifts at a con- 
cert with the Vienna Philhar- 
monic. 

The performance of Donizetti's 
comic masterpiece announced it- 
self as something out of the or- 
dinary with the first turbulent 
descending chords of the over- 
ture, taken with dizzying speed 
and brio by the Vienna Philhar- 
monic. As the performance con- 
tinued, it was dear that Mutt 
knew where he was going, with 
a consistently convincing choice 
of tempo, a firm rhythmic frame- 
work for the ensembles and a 
flexible and sympathetic or- 
chestral floor for the singers. 

Veteran Quartet 

It did not hurt, of course, that 
he had a veteran quartet of 
ringing comedians who knew 
what tbey were about. Fernando 
Corena as Pasquale, Rolando Pa- 
nerai as Mala testa and Graziella 
Sciutti as Norton carried out 
their duties with rather less voice 
than once upon a time, but with 
a com pensat.'ng comic expertise, 
while Pietro Bottazzo as Ernesto 
sang with beguiling tone but 
little character or variety.

U.S. Cost of Living Spurts 
A Fast A Percent in Month

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (Wpy. 
—A sharp increase in the price 
of food pushed the cost of living 
up an uncomfortable 0.4 percent 
last month, the Labor Depart- 
ment said today. 

The department also reported 
no real change from June to July 
in workers' weekly earnings, after 
adjustments for rising prices and 
normal seasonal variations. 

The 0.4 percent rise in the de- 
partment's consumer price index 
was the largest since February. 
The rise for the month was the 
sgrww both before and after sea- 
sonal adjustment, and meant toat 
prices went up at an annual rote 
of 45 percent. 

‘A Mixed Bag* 

The best that the Nixon ad- 
ministration corid say far the 
figures was tb* they were, as 
Assistant Treasury Secretary Ed- 
gar R. Fiedler put It at a press 
conference, "a mixed bag of in- 
formation." 

The department said that super- 
market prices, which went up 
15 percent before, and 05 percent 
after seasonal adjustment, pro- 
duced almost two-thirds of the 
rise in the overall price index. 
Meat prices were the biggest of- 
fender, rising more than 2 per- 
cent 

Mr. Fiedler noted that meat 
and ether food prices were stable 
for the four months following 
February, that the administra- 
tion had expected them to start 
back up in July, and that it now 
expected at least meat prices to 
level off again. “Prices paid for

peat in mid-July, ” Mr. Fiedler 
said.

U.S. Price Unit 
Issues Rule on 
Profit Margins 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 22 (Reu- 
ters). — The Price Commission to- 
day issued regulations which will 
allow firms which have raised 
prices since last year to roll them 
back and avoid profit margin 
Limitations. 

The commission, in regulations 
published in the federal register, 
said firms which roll back prices 
and make refunds to their cus- 
tomers wil be free of the profit 
margin limits. At least 10 per- 
cent of major UJS. companies 
may exceed their profit margins 
by the end of 1972. according to 
commission officials. 

There have been 76 orders to 
firms eo far to reduce prices be- 
cause by raising them they had 
Increased their profit marg in 
above the average of the best 
two of the last three years. 

If companies follow the Price 
Commission procedure, they will 
be in the same position as firms 
which have not raised prices 
since controls took effect, and 
will be allowed to increase profit 
margins without limitation, ac- ! 
cording to the commission. , 
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teen 39 percent in the 11 months 
since the freeze, and 35 percent 
in the eight months since the 
freeze gave way to the present 
wage-price controls.

West might have led a heart, 
but he had faith in his partner's 
suit and led the spade Jack.

queen to win, thereby preserving 
some control over the suit, and 
the declarer faced difficult prob- 
lems. As Pjmfc had made a 
vulnerable overcalL he decided to 
play on the assumption that East 
held all three ™i«ring aces.

It was far from easy for South. 
He could not know that East had 
made an error by playing low 
from a doubleton jack.

As the cards lie, a winning 
plan would have been- to continue 
diamonds after winning the 
queen. But that could have been 
fatal if, as South believed. East 
held three aces.

Raymond’s- tong, deliberate, 
sweetly , sad -tale, of a true love

As a. matter -of fiefe It is- 67 
years and the narrator, Theodore 
Allan Motrrne. fills Is the details 
of all that has happened to -him 
and those he knew in the yean, 
in between. It is a book obviously 
closer to hb.ii Caine and John 
Galsworthy than D. H. Lawrence 
or Samuel Beckett and Z suspect 
that any number of readers will, 
welcome it to im out the sum- 
mer.

The Corncob Doll 


Of Guadalajara

piUADALAJARA, Mexico.— Drums roll. 
Lv Trumpets blare. Fireworks explode. 
Church bells ring. 

Thousands of women and children 
sing, dance, clap, cry, ch a n t, pray. 

It happens every day in the streets of 
Guadalajara, Mexico's second largest city, 
from June 1 through Oct. 12. 

The joy. the emotion, the pageantry is 
for a 432-year-old corncob doll— an image 
of the Virgin Mary. 

The don is a general in the Mexican 
Army. 

A huge, magnificent cathedral was erect- 
ed in the 16th century to provide the 
13-inch doll a permanent home. 

During the summer, the doll leaves its 
sanctuary, the Basilica of the Virgin of 
Zapopan, to visit each of Gu ad a la jara’s 
146 Catholic churches. 

The tiny figure is accompanied on its 
134-day Journey by crow d s of fervent fol- 
lowers. 

Over four centuries, hundreds of miracles 
have been attributed to the image the 
Tapatios 'residents of Guadalajara) ven- 
erate as the Virgin of Zapopan. 

The origin of the doll is obscure, al- 
though its features and construction indi- 
cate it was Indian-made. Its earliest 
recorded appearance was in 1540, during 
an event later hailed as the first in the 
series of miracles. 

With corncob body, hands and head of 
soft wood, the figure lias the features of 
an Indian, Her face is olive in complexion. 
She has a -■small mouth, a touch of sky 
blue in her eyes, long black hair, pink 
cheeks. 

The Virgin of Zapopan wears a jeweled 
crown, a blue and white jeweled gown. 
She Is encased in glass. 

In 1540. various tribes, including the 
Teul, Juchipila and Nochlstlans, had risen 
in rebellion and routed their Spanish 
conquerors at Guadalajara. 

But Antonio de Segovia, a Franciscan 
monk who spent 25 years converting 
these same Indians to Christianity, walked 
among them with the doll. Imploring their 
love for the Virgin Mary by casting aside 
their weapons. 

Instead of the crushing defeat antici- 
pated by the Spaniards, the Indians asked 
for peace and forgiveness. 


The doll was given credit tor the 
strange turn of events. 

In 1734, Guadalajara suffered terribly 
from a series of floods and epidemics. 

Histories of the city recall that Tapa- 
tios prayed to the Virgin of Zapopan for 
help. The storms subsided, the epidemic 
eased. 

The image in the basilica was dedi- 
cated that year as the patroness of 
Guadalajara. 

And, ever since, for the past 238 years, 
it has been the custom for the doll to 
visit each church in the city each s umm er, 
so everyone would have an opportunity 
to give thanks tea past favors. 

It was during the doll’s journey from 
one church to another on June IS, 1821, 
that the Mexican Army of Independence 
entered Guadalajara. 

This time it was Spanish forces, report- 
edly guided by the miracle of the doll, 
that capitulated without bloodshed. 

To commemorate the occasion, the com- 
mander in chief of the insurgent army. 
Brig. Gen. Don Pedro Celestino. com- 
missioned the tiny religious image a 
general. 

For 151 years, the doll has worn- the 
sash, gold baton and saber of her military 
rank. 

In larger churches, the Virgin of Zapo- 
pan remains two and sometimes as many 
as three days. In small parishes the visit 
may last only a half day. 

Whenever the doll is moved from one 
church to another, an honor guard of 
500 men and women in blue suits and 
white shirts and blue and white dresses 
marches by her side. 

They are but a few of the thousands of 
Tapatios devoted to the doll for special 
favors they believe she has bestowed upon 
them. 

Emilio Ramirez. 68, is a member of the 
honor guard. He is a potter at nearby 
Tlaquepaque. 

"I was riding on top of a freight car 
to Mexico City in 1932." Mr. Ramirez said, 
adding almost apologetically, “I was a 
tramp at the time. 

“The train was going fast. I fell off. 
Miraculously, I was not seriously hurt. 

“I made a promise then and there to the 
Virgin that I would come to Guadalajara 
and be with her the rest of my life be- 
cause she spared my life that day.”
